PROMISE TO SHOW 
STATE'S BIG LOSS 


Chiperfield Committee Claims 
to Have Startling Evi- 
dence to Disclose 
in Report. 


AIMS TO CORRECT TITLES. 


People’s Property Worth Mil- 
lions Said to Be Held Il- 
legally by Private 
Interests. 


The “ Chiperfiel@ committee,” which is to 
initiate the investigation of the rights of the 
people of the state of I)linols to submerged 
lands in Lake Michigan and in the navi- 
gable lakes and streams of the state, an- 
nounces through Chairman B: M. Chiper- 
field that it will present an astounding re- 
port of actual conditions to Gov. Deneen and 
to the next regular session of the general 
assembly. 

The committee begins its formal sessions 
this morning at 10 o’clock in the finance com- 
mittee room of the board of county commis- 
sioners in the county building.. Chairman 
Chiperfield, at the Majestic hotel, asserted 
that the committee informaHy has devel- 
oped— 

That the Knickerbocker Ice company claims 
exclusive title to Crystal lake, McHenry county, 
Ill.—one of its notable ice fields—without any 


| rights whatsoever. 


That the Illinois Central railroad company is 
unlawfully in possession of property along the 
Chicago lake front—the total value reaching 
into figures which Chairman Chiperfield declined 
to quote—‘‘ because of their astounding pro- 
portions.’’ 

That the Chicago sanitary district has con- 
structed thirty acres of ‘‘ made land"’ at the 
mouth of the Wilmette channel on the north 
shore, valued to the state at $250,000. This sub- 
stantially is agreed to by President R. RB. Mo- 
Cormick of the sanitary district. 

That Spring Lake and other famous fishing 
resorts on the [llinois river claimed as private 
property and valued at several hundred emacs 
dollars, are the property of the state. 

That the legislative committee has no present 
intention of attacking the title of the South 
Chicago steel concerns to the submerged lands 
deeded to them by the last session of the Illinois 


legislature. 


Will Make Interesting Reading. 

The interview which Chairman Chiperfield 
gave out indicates that the investigating 
committee has a program in view which is 
likely to make interesting hot weather read- 
ing. 

The committee, which was appointed by 
Lieut.-Gov. Oglesby and Speaker Shurtleff 
under a legislative joint resolution, consists 
of Senators Corbus P. Gardner, Frank W. 
Burton, Lewis C. Ball, and W. O. Potter, and 
Representatives B. M. Chiperfield, David E. 
Shanahan, Fred E. Erickson, Robert E. Wil- 
son, Thomas H. Riley, and John L. Flan- 
nigen. 

‘*“Much preliminary work has been per- 
formed,’’ said Mr. Chiperfield. ‘“ The facts 
and figures which are already in the posses- 
sion of the committee are sufficient to war- 
rant the prediction that the report to the 
governor and to the general assembly will 
be fairly astounding. os% 

‘We have learned, for instance, that the 
Knickerbocker Ice company pretends to hold 
title to Crystal lake and has forbidden tres- 
pass by private parties upon the lake. We 
have testimony that Crystal lake is the prop- 
erty of the state of Illinois. Evidence to that 
effect, I understand, will be presented to the 
committee. 


Valuable Titles in Dispute. 

‘‘The committee has discovered also that 
the title to Spring lake and other valuable 
fishing and hunting grounds in Tazewell and 
Mason counties along the Illinois river lies 
wholly in the state of Illinois. The title has 
been claimed for years by private owners, 
and the property represents a great sum of 
money. 

** As to the Chicago lake front, we have in- 
formation which will demonstrate that the 
Illinois Central railway ,is in possession of 
land the value of which rises to a total which 
I do not care to quote until the testimony is 
adduced under oath. It will readh an aston- 
ishing figure. 

‘* Thereé¢will be no dispute as to the title 
of the people of the state to about thirty 
acres of made land where the Sanitary dis- 
trict of Chicago is constructing the Wilmette 
cutoff for the drainage canal. Upon a pre- 
liminary estimate we value that land at $250.- 
000. The title, I understand, is admitted by 
the sanitary district to lie in the state.”’ 

President Robert R. McCormick subse- 
quently verified this statement from Chair- 
man Chiperfield, except as to the value. 


Is State Land, McCormick Says. 

“I think Mr. Chiperfield is a bit high 
upon. hie valuation,’’ said President Mc- 
Cormick. “ There is no doubt that the land 
we have made by dumping the excavation 
from the Wilmette channel is the property 
of the people.” 

It is the plan of the Chiperfield committee 
to start out a field party which will make an 
accurate survey of the shore line of Lake 
Michigan from some point north of Wauke- 
gan to the Indiana state line. This*survey 
will be compared with the surveys of record 
on the county’s real estate books, and pro- 
ceedings will be taken accordingly to ascer- 
tain the ownership of land which does not 
check up as between the old and the new sur- 
veys. 

Mr. Chiperfield said. the committee does 
not contemplate interfer!ng in the slightest 
with the transfers made by the legislature to 
the South Chicago companies at the last 
session of the general assembly. 


Matter for Courts to Settle. 

“ That is a matter for the courts to settle,” 
he said, “in case suit is entered over the 
proper valuation which should have been 
made preparatory to the transfers.” 

Mr. Chiperfield said no testimony will be 
heard tending to demonstrate ownership of 
riparian rights as between one private per- 
son and another and that the entire issue is 
between public and private ownership. 

The first witnesses this morning will repre- 
sent the Pottawatomie Indians. Several 
private witnesses have offered to appear. 
Tomorrow the committee probably will make 
@ personal investigation of the leke front 
and the Chicago river.

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STRIKE MENACE T0 PUPILS 


Painters Quit Work on Five Pub- 
lic School Buildings in City. 


WALK OUT FOR UNION RULE. 


Delay Caused in Putting Premises in 
Sanitary Condition. 


Union painters, employed in redecorating 
public school buildings, struck yesterday in 
the midst of the summer house cleaning of 
the school board. It is possible that men of 
other trades ¢mgaged in renovating the 
schools may follow suit, causing more or less 
insanitary conditions in the school rooms 
with the opening of the fall term @ month 
hence. 

It is charged by the union men that a 
contractor to whom the work of renovating 
the interior decorations of three schools was 
let was employing nonunion painters. With 
little warning the union officials called all 
their men from their work on the other 
schools and threatened to cause a sympa- 
thetic strike among the carpenters and oth- 
ers. 

About 150 quit work and many schools which 
were In process of redecoration both within 
and without are left in a half and half con- 
dition. As far as paint and kalsomine are 
concerned the union painters believe it will 
be impossible to get the school buildings 
and others ready in time for occupancy 
early next month, 

Complaint Against Contractor. 

It has been the custom of the board to ac- 
cept the lowest bid to paint and redecorate 
school bulldings, and following this custom 
the work on three schools was given to a 
contractor against whom the union men are 
complaining. 

During the summer months the work of 
painting, cakimining, varnishing, and pre- 
paring the school buildings for the opening 
of the fall term is done and with less than a 
month before the doors will be thrown open 
to the pupils there is said to be more than 
the usual amount of redecorating to be done. 

Squads of painters have been busy all sum- 
mer going over exterior and interiors, and 
the contractors have been pushing the work 
in an effort to have all the schools ready on 
time. Nearly every school in the city, it was 
planned, was to be treated to a new dress 
either within or without. 

President Alfred R. Urion of the school 
board, said: 

** Regardless, of individuals or organiza- 
tions, the contracts were let and that ts as 
much as the board has to do with the matter. 
We did not know whether we were letting 
the contracts to contractors who employed 
union men or not. We simply let the con- 
tracts and told the contractors to complete 
their jobs." a as 

Expects Amicable Settlement. 

‘**] do not expect any trouble about the 
strike and I am sure the schools will be 
ready on time for the opening. I expect the 
trouble to be settled amicably, put in case 
it is not, I am sure that everything will 
be In shape at any rate for the first day of 
achoo!l, 

‘As has been the custom fora number of 
years, the school board let the bids on each 
individual school building according to law 
to the lowest bidder. Some of these bidders 
may heave got more than one schoo! build- 
ing to do. The majority of the schools are 
finished and in order. 

“TIT can say the school board will do the 
fair thing. We will have a meeting of the 
committee on buildings and grounds this aft- 
ernoon and discuss the matter. It is impos- 
sible for me to anticipate the action of -the 
committee. It is a trifle delicate position 
for the school board regarding organized 
labor, but we will try to do what Is best for 
all concerned.” 


Will Do the Best Possible. 

Joseph Downey, chairman of the commit- 
tee on buildings and grounds of the board of 
education, stated that if it was impossible to 
renovate the buildings in time thé board 
would have to ‘‘ sweep and clean up the best 
it could and start the school work anyhow.” 

“ We will make an effort to get the build- 
ings done in time, but if we can’t we will have 
to do the next best thing,” he said. “ It looks 
serious just at present because the painters’ 
union officials, I understand, have threatened 
to call out the carpenters, engineers, and 
other tradesmen whom we emply. 

“That might cause us trouble in our shops 
and the conduct of our school, but I trust we 
can settle matters amicably.”’

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FIGHT FATAL DUBLIN PARLOR 


Wife Dead and Her Husband 
Probably Mortally Wounded. 


JEALOUSY GIVEN, AS CAUSE. 


Babies of Mr. and Mrs. Phillip Spizzirri 
Terror Stricken. 


Jealousy led to a revolver duel between 
husband and wife yesterday, fought before 
their two baby daughters. The woman is 
dead, and the husband lies in the Peoples 
hospital suffering from probably mortal 
wounds. The principals in the domestic 
tragedy, which occurred in their house at 
2818 Lowe avenue, were Phillip Spizzirri and 
his wife. 

Before the pair engaged in their last quarrel 
both back and front doors of the house were 
locked and barred. Nosounds were heard by 
the neighbors until a revulver shot startled 
them, followed by a second shot, and, after 
a short interval, by two moe shots. 

When Policeman John 8. Loop, hurriedly 
summoned by persons in the neighborhood, 
battered down the rear door of the flat he 
found Spizzirri lying face downward on the 
parior floor. The woman’s body was lying 
full length on a couch inthesameroom. One 
revolver lay several feet in front of the man’s 
head, as ff he had flung the weapon forward 
when he fell. Another revolver lay alongside 
his body, and a stiletto was on the head of 
the couch near the woman's face. 


Babies Crouch, Terror Stricken. 

A single sob from a back bedroom attracted 
the policeman’'s attention and he ran ia to 
find two babies wide eyed and white faced, 
Emma, 2 years old, was sitting on a little 
crib and Mary, 8 years old, was standing 
crouched against her small sister. They were 
too terror stricken to talk and too frightened 
even to cry out. 

A movement of the man drew the patrol- 
man to the parlor again and he said: 

“What has happened here?’”’ 

“I don’t know,’ came the muffled an- 
swer. 

‘*‘Did you shoot her?” 

es” 

‘‘She shot first and then you fired?”’ the 
officer interrogated. 

* Yes, that’s it.’’ 

The man moved his hands to his throat and 
the policeman and neighbors grasped them 
away. A letter in Italian, written with lead 
pencil, he had tore to small bita He refused 
to tell the police the contents of the letter 
but upon further questioning said his wife 
had been receiving the attentions of other 
men, naming Louls Puzzo, a barber. 

* We quarreled about it,”” the man mut- 
tered, ‘“‘and she shot at me.”’ 


Woman Shot and Stabbed. 

The police found that the woman had been 
shot twice, in the middle of the chest and 
above the heart. Two stilletto wounds were 
found over the heart. The man received 
two bullet wounds, one in the chest and the 
other in the right ear, the bullet having come 
through the back of the neck. All of the 
cartridges in the revolver lying in front of 
the man had been snapped, but three had 
failed to explode. 

One theory of the police is that the man 
shot his wife twice and the other cartridges 
missing fire he seized the stiletto and 
plunged it into her heart. 

The Spiszirris returned to their flat in the 
morning after being absent a week.

The man and woman had been married four 
years. Both were Italians, he is 20 years old 
and she was 22.

Following the shooting rélatives told of 
the domestic troubles of the Spizzirris A 
sister of the dead woman, Miss Amelia 
Grego, 115 West Polk street, said they had 
separated a week ago, but were reconciled 
again last Friday morning. 

* Phillip was insanely jealous of my sister, 
who was always the best and truest wife 
in the world,”’ she said. ‘ Every time any 
man went to the nouse he made accusations 
against her. Even when our cousins visited 
there he did not Mke it. Last Monday they 
quarreled and he brought my sister to our 
house. When he left her he made her give 
him her diamond ring and diamond ear- 
rings. 

* Last Friday morning my sister met her 
husband at the house of his brother, Aurista, 
657 Twenty-eighth street, and they made up. 
I saw my sister Sunday night and every- 
thing seemed to be all right again.

| NEW FACE FOR PAPER MONEY 


General Redesigning Planned by 
U. S. Treasury Officials. 


“~ 


MAY ABOLISH THE $2 BILL. 


Cleveland on $10 Note—Less Scroll 
Work Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special. }— 
Several important changes in the designs on 
the paper money of the country are to take 
Place soon. 

Secretary MacVeagh, Assistant Secretary 
Norton, and Director Ralph of the bureau of 
engraving and printing have under consid- 
eration a general scheme for systematizing 
the designs of all issues of paper money in 
such a manner that the same portraits and 
emblems will appear on all notes of the 
same denomination. 

It can be stated authoritatively that a por- 
trait of the Jate Grover Cleveland soon is 
to appear on all ten dolar bills. This plan 
has been in contemplation before, and prac- 
tically was ordered by George B. Cortelyou, 
formerly secretary of the treasury. Secre- 
tary MacVeagh, upon entering office. held 
the order up, not on account of political 
considerations, but In order to permit the 
question of a general redesigning of the 
paper money of the country to be taken up. 


May Abolish $2 Note. 

Distinctive designs for one dollar, five dol- 
lar, twenty dollar, and fifty dollan bills, and 
perhaps those of even higher demoninations, 
have been prepared. The two dollar bill 
may be abolished, it is reported. Its fate 
now hangs in the balance, there having been 
many complaints directed against it, owing 
to its tendency to stealthily slip in with its 
one dollar brothers and cause woe. If the 
two dollar bill is retained, it is certain that 
its design will be such as to make it flash 
out from a pile of one dollar or five dollar 
bills with a prominence that will permit of 
no mistake in its handling. 

The treasury Officials are seeking sugges- 
tions from artists of the bureau of engray- 
ing and printing, and from artists and ex- 
perts outside the government service. They 
even have sent to Europe for new ideas by 
which the paper money may be improved in 
appearance. 

Smaller Bills Possible. 

Some treasury officials are inclined to 
favor even a more radical change, and rec- 
ommend that paper money be reduced to 
about the size of French and Italian notes 
of smaller denominations. These notes are 
about three-fifths the size of the American 
kind, and are more convenient to handle. 

By reducing the size of the notes a con- 
siderable saving could be effected in the ex 
pense of getting them out. It is real- 
iged that if this takes place the issues 
of bank notes eventually will nave to con- 
form: Inasmuch as §$500,000,000 in bank 
notes have been printed recently and stowed 
away, the change in the size is somewhat of 
@ question to consider. 

In general it is the purpose of the treasury 
officials to adopt new designs for different 
denominations and classes of paper money 
that are simpler and more artistic than the 
present ones. It is the feeling of the offi- 
cialis and of the artiste that the present de- 
signs are altogether too elaborate, with too 
much scroll work, etc. More plain surface. 
they believe, would greatly improve the ap- 
pearance of the bills. Many new precautions 
are to be taken against counterfeiting. 

Ex-President McKinley's portrait already 
is carried on bank notes of certain denomi- 
nations and therefore will hardly be used to 
decoraie the government issues. The por- 
traits of other deceased presidents and 
prominent Americans, however, may be 


looked for, bearing in mind that they will 
appear upon all classes of currency of an 
equal denomination. 


NOVELIST’S WIFE THROWN 
WHILE HORSEBACK RIDING. 


Mrs. Robert W. Chambers Slightly In- 
jured; Riderless Mount Returning 
Roused Fears for Her Safety. 


Gloversville, N. Y., Aug. 10, 1 a. m—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Searchers have just found Mrs. Rob- 
ert W. Chambers, wife of the novelist, who 
went horseback riding early last evening and 
whose horse returned riderless an hour and 
a half later. Mrs. Chambers had been 
thrown by the horse, but was not seriously 
injured. 

Mr. Chambers has a summer home at Broad 
Albin, near here, and as usual has been 
spending the summer there with his family.

Conferences End Present Fear of 
Strike, but Employes Say 
the Original Demands 
Still Stand. 


ON THE ROAD TO PEACE 
IN STREET CAR DISPUTE. 


JOHN M. ROACH of Railways company, in con- 
ference with leaders of employes, suggested 
three year contract for wage scale, giving 
men of Gfteen years’ service 30 cents an hour, 
and starting future new men at 22 cents. 
Conference te be continued today with aid of 
figures to be submitted by Mr. Roach. 

THOMAS E. MITTEN of City railway company 
made offer practically identical with that of 
Mr. Roach at conference with leaders of his 
men. Conference to be continued today. 

LEADERS in street car men’s unions indicated 
that they will attempt to secure more favor- 
able terms for the employes from the com- 
panies today. 

UNIOW of South Chicago-and Oalumet em- 
pleyes will meet tonight te consider offer 
made to their division by Mr. Mitten last Sat- 
urday. Answer of men will go to Mr. Mitten 
tomorrow, 

WALTER L. FISHER, sepecial traction repre- 
sentative of city at conferences, said outlook 
for peace without strike continued bright. 

PREPONDERANCE of opinion on both sides ap- 
peared to be that successive conferences ox 
tending over a period of a week or ten days 
will be necessaray to consummate ultimate 
peace agreement. 

ACTING CHIEF SCHUETTLER announced de 
cision to hold entire police reserve on call un- 
til all possibility of street car men’s strike 
had disappeared. He said he might call upon 
corporation heads and bank presidents on 
chief’s special staff to do active duty in case 
of a strike. 


Heads of Chicago’s two big traction com- 
panies got down to business yesterday in 
laying the specter of a street car strike which 
has been raised by the recent vote of their 
9,000 employ és. 

Two offers, practically identical In terms. 
were made to the employés in the course of 
the day by John M. Roach of the Railways 
company and Thomas E. Mitten of the City 
railway company at conferences with leaders 
in the street car men's unions at the respect- 
ive offices of the companies. As was forecast 
in THE TRIBUNE of yesterday, the wage 
scales suggested by the representatives of 
the companies were designed with the idca 
of giving immediate reward to old employée 
of the company—men of fifteen years of 
service—by offering them the maximum rate 
of 30 cents an hour demanded by the unions, 
while grading dow2award and including a 
srate of 22 cents for men who may be em- 
ployed by the companies in the future. The 
duration of the contract suggested is three 
years. 

Both conferences were attended by Walter 
L. Fisher, special traction counsel for the 
city, appointed by Mayor Busse to represent 
the interests of the municipality at all con- 
ferences between the officials of the compa- 
nies and the men. While it was believed by 
the union men generally that the offers were 
to be considered as “ openers,’ and migt# 
lead to something still more attractive at 
future conferences, Mr. Fisher took a san- 
guine view of the situation when he came out 
of Mr. Mitten’s office late in the afternoon. 


Another Conference Today. 

President M. C. Buckley of the union of 
City Railway employés and the members of 
the executive board of the union which sat 
with him in the conference said the meeting 
with Mr. Mitten had been extremely concilia- 
tory in its nature, but they did not consider 
the offer made to be near enough in keeping 
with the origina] demands of the union. 
However, they said they would be back this 
afternoon to examine figures on several 
propositions and counter propositions which 
had come up in the conference aside from 
the general suggestion of Mr. Mitten. Mr. 
Mitten’s suggestion was admitted to be iden- 
tical th the proposition submitted to the 
men of the Railways company a few hours 
before by Mr. Roach. 

The offer apparently was one designed to 
find favor with the older employés of the 
lines because of the increased wages pro- 
portioned according to length of service. It 
was stipulated in the proposed agreement 
that none of the men now employed should 
suffer a reduction in wages, but that men 
employed in the future should start their 
street railroading careers with the company 
at an hourly rate of 22 cents—1 cent leas than 
is paid to beginners under the old wage 
scale. It was estimated that 66 per cent of 
the employés of the roads will benefit by 
immediate increases in pay if the suggested 
scale is adopted. 


Increase Asked by the Men. 
In the case of the Railways cornrpany, ft 
was figured that on the basis of the demands 


of the men. 4.500 of the employés would re- 
ceive a raise in wages amounting in the ag- 
gregate to $1,215 a day, or $7.200 a week. 
In the case of the City company, it was es- 
timated on the same basis that 2,700 of the 
employés would benefit to an aggregate ex- 
tent of $730 daily, or $4,380 a week. Figures 
showing the daily and weekly cost of increas- 
ing wages according to the scale suggested < 
by the traction heads were not made aveil- 
abie. 

According to the new scheme, a man of two 
years’ service would receive 25 cents an 
hour; @ man of three years’ service, 27 cents; 
a man of four years’ service, 27%, cents; a 
man of five years’ service, 28 cents; a man of 
ten years’ service, 29 cents; and a man of 
fifteen years’ service, 30 cents. The open 
shop also was understood to be » feature of 
the offer by the companies. 

In the discussion, which centered about t the 
offer and gave rise to sundry suggestions for 
modifications and changes on both sides, 
it wae understood that the traction heads 
showed a disposition to approach a scale 
giving the maximum wage of 30 cents to men 
of ten years’ experience.

KEENEY CHOSEN PRESIDENT, 


Chauncey Dewey and John Minwegen 
to Resign Is Rumor, 


A reorganization of the board of loca! im- 
provements was predicted in the city hal) 
yesterday following the election of Albert 
F. Keeney to fill the presidency left vacant 
by the death of Col. Henry S. Dietrich. 

It was said that instead of having to make 
only one appointment to the board Mayor 
Busse may find that there will be three va- 
cancies to fill before its usual quota of five 
is filled again. The reports that Chauncey 
Dewey's desire to devote all his time to his 
private affairs had caused his resignation 
were supported by evidence of some strength, 
and it was feared that John Minwegen’s re- 
gret at not being elected permanently to the 
office of president, which he has been hold- 
ing temporarily, might cause him to leave 
the board. 

Col. Dewey is out of the city and Mayor 
Busse said he had not seen his resignation, 
but his associates on the board “ believed *’ 
his desk had been cleaned out. It was locked. 
His friends know that for several months 
he has been considering resigning. 


Minwegen’s Course Doubtful. 


The friends of Mr. Minwegen also know 
that he was deeply hurt by the action of his 
associates in not making his position as the 
head of the board permanent. There were 
rumors that immediately following the elec- 
tion he had announced his intention to resign 
because his associates were ici in sympathy 
with him, but when he was asked the ques- 
tion point blank he said he thought he would 
“s0c8." 

The meeting at which Mr. Keeney was 
chosen president was presided over by Mr. 
Minwegen, and it was said he did not vote 
The only other members present.were Mr. 
Keeney and Felix A. Norden. The new presi- 
dent is a member of the Cook county real 
estate board, which gave him its indorse. 
ment... - 

John D. Riley, superintendent of the map 
bureau, estimates that 60 per cent of the 
property owners of the city already ve 
complied with the ordinance requiring the 
placing of new numbers on al! buildings be- 
fore Sept. 1.

STOLEN CHILDREN NOW HERE 


Police Certain St. Louis Kidnap- 
ers Came to Chicago.

SEEN ON 


Conductor and Porter Remember Boy 
and Girl Passengers, 


Feeling confident that the two Viviang 
children kidnaped in St. Louis last Monday 
were brought to Chicago by their abductors, 
Capt. P. D. O’Brien, head of the detective 
bureau, yesterday made new plans for a city 
wide search for them here. 

Six detectives are now at work on the case. 
One clew which was received in an anony- 
mous letter to Capt. O’Brien was investi- 
gated without success. The note said two 
children, a boy and a girl, were being held 
captive in a barn in the rear of 7031 South 
Wood street. Detectives could find no trace 
of the children in the vicinity. 

“ The owner of the barn said he believed 
a neighbor with whom he had had trouble 
wrote the letter,” Capt. O’'Bnen sdid in the 
evening. “We are going to keep on the 
case until we find the children or are satis- 
fied that they are not in the city. But it is 
no easy matter to locate two Itallan chil- 
dren here. It might take daye to find them.” 


Seen by Railway Conductor. 

Conductor F. W. Vincent of the Wabash 
railway when shown a portrait of Grace 
Viviano, the girl in St. Louis, during the day 
said he was certain that she in company 
with her brother, Tomasso, and a man, who 
appeared to be an Italian, had ridden on hig 
train to Chicago last Monday night. 

‘J took more interest in the gir! than tn 
the boy?’ he said, ‘‘and since I have seen 
her picture there is not the least doubt in 
my mind that I carried the kidnaped chil- 
dren. My porter, Mercer Douglass, told me 
in Chicago before I left there Sunday night 
that he was positive it was the Viviane 
children on cur train. He said he had been 
attentive to the children on the trip, and had 
opportunity to observe the girl and boy 
closely.” 

Capt. O’Brien said he would have detectives 
talk to the Wabash conductor when he re- 
turns to Chicago. 

In hopes that a reward may be of benefit 
in the capture of the kidnapers Acting Goy. 
Gmelich of Missouri offered $300 for the 
arrest of each person connected with the 
abduction wf the children. 

A dispatch from New Orleans said that the 
authorities there believed that Sam Turrisi, 
the Italian who is charged with assisting in 
the kidnaping of the children, may be Cal- 
legero Giandusas, who had a hand in the 
kidnaping of Walter Lamana, the New Or- 
jeans boy who was murdered when his par- 
ents refused to pay a ransom. Giandusas 
escaped from jail after his arrest and has 
not been found. 

Missing Girl a Prisoner. 

Minnie Nehrkorn, aged 13. who, with her 16 
year old brother, John, has been missing from 
her residence at Grand avenue and Fiske 
street since Saturday morning, was located 
last evening at the Juvenile home, where she 
had been taken, accused of shoplifting in a 
department store Saturday afternoon. No 
trace of John has been found. 

Minnie and John were sent downtown on 
Saturday to make some purchases for the 
family. 

‘*O, I wish I was home with mamma,” the 
girl said, tearfully, when asked why she had 
tried to steal. ‘ Johnnie told me to take it so 
we could save the money. Now heis scooted 
with the money and mamma will cry.”

AT WOMAN CHIEF 


Twenty-two Employes of Hos- 
pital Resign Rather than 
_ Take Feminine Orders, 


SAY MORE WILL STRIKE. 


Petition for Supervisor’s Re- 
moval Is Scorned and the 
Walkout Follows. 


Elgin, Ill., Aug. 9.—{Special.}—Refusing to 
work under a woman supervisor, twenty-two 
employés of the Elgin state hospital! resigned 
today. Nine quit this morning. Thirteen 
will remain until Aug. 17. Their action con- 
stitutes Mttle less than a walkout. 

The difference between the men attendants 
and the woman supervisor—Miss Curry 
Breckenridge—cuiminated Saturday when 
the striking twenty-two demanded that the 
management remove her. 

Miss Breckenridge has been supervisor of 
the south ward for several months, having 
succeeded @ man in the position. According 
to Superintendent Podstata a petition signed 
by thirty-four employés and addressed “to 
whom it may concern” was received at the 
main office of the institution Aug. 4. The pe- 
tition asked the removal of Miss Brecken- 
ridge. No attention was paid to it. 


Claims She Was Partial. 

On Saturday a committee representing the 
thirty-four employés who had signed the 
petition waited upon the superintendent. 
They said that in their judgment Miss Breck- 
enridge had shown partiality to two of the 
employés and had visited and inspected their 
rooms frequently. 

Often, they claimed, she had criticized the 
condition of the rooms and the ward. Pod- 
stata and Dr. P. M. Woodworth, one of the 
trustees of the asylum, investigated and stat- 
ed that they found nothing in the claims of 
the employés. They said the allegations were 
flimsy and unimportant. 

The twenty-two employés handed in their 
resignations after being informed that Miss 
Breckenridge would be retained and that 
their petition and overtures were to be dis- 
regarded. 

“The affair makes little difference in the 
management of the institution,” Dr. Pod- 
stata said. ‘“‘ There are 136 employés in the 
institution and the departure of twenty-two 
will not inconvenience us to any extent. 
Their places will be filled as soon as they 
leave.”’ 

Say Fifteen,.More Will Leave. 

The employés stated that their action would 
seriously -handicap the authorities at the 
asylum. They also claimed that fifteen ad- 
ditional attendants would resign and leave 
with them. 

Miss Breckenridge came to Elgin from 
/Kentucky six months ago and being an ex- 
perienced hurse i:amediately was given 
charge of the south ward with the title of 
supervisor.

W. Englebrecht Dies in Vain At- 
tempt to Rescue Alida Johnson 


GIRL’S. BODY IS. RECOVERED. 


Floaters Are Takén from the Calumet 
River and Lake Michigan. 


Mises Alida Johnson and W. Englebrecht of 
Chicago were drowned yesterday afternoon 
at South Haven, Mich., while bathing in the 
lake. A strong undertow caught Miss John- 
son and carried her beyond her depth, and 
Englebrecht, who heard her cries for help, 
tried to rescue her. Both were caught by the 
high waves and drowned before the life 
saving crew could reach them. 

Hundreds of bathers on the beach saw the 
man battling with the waves in a desperate 
effort to reach the young woman.

Miss Johnson was 23 years old and lived at 
2709 South Forty-second court.

She went to 
South Haven for a vacation a week ago and 
her sister joined her at that resort Saturday.

SUTTON’S GHOST 


Letters to Marine Corps Clerk 
Tell Her Theory of Lieu- 
tenant’s Death. 


HE SPOKE IN HER VISION. 


|Woman Declares Spirit Said He 


Had Been Beaten fo Death, 
Then Shot. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 9,—The reading of the 


record of last Saturday, when the board of 


inquiry investigdting the death of Lieut. 
James N. Sutton, U. 8S. M. A., conducted the 
Droceedings tn secret, and the cross examina- 
tion of Mrs. Sutton, the mother of the dead 
Officer, occupied practically all of today's 
meeting of the board. 

No sooner had Mrs. Sutton taken the stand 


to testify than Maj. Leonard, judge advo- 


cate, demanded that the letters of Mrs. Sut- 
ton invoking her son's ghost to prove that he 
was murdered, which were read at the closed 
session on last Saturday, be reread in pub- 
lic, along with the records of the ‘whole 
meeting. Mrs. Sutton’s counsel objected. 

‘We have been accused of holding a star 
chamber session,”’ declared the judge advo- 
cate; “‘and, besides, there are sundry other 
mothers who are entitled to know why their 
sons aré accused of crime.”’ 

The letters were four in number and were 
written to H. M. Swartz, a clerk in the ma- 
rine corps paymaster’s office in Washington, 
D. C., by Mrs. Sutton. The éourt decided 
that they should be read 


Seeks Swartz as Confidant. 
In the first letter Mrs. Sutton wrote: 
‘‘T want to speak to you in confidence. but 


' don't feel that I can do so until I hear from 


you, and if you were not Jimmie’s friend I 
will admire you the mors fur you to say so 
than not to be and make believe that you 
These brutes that killed him are alive 


dead five months today. Tell meI can trust 


| you and that you would have liked Jimmie 


and I will write you.’’ 

In the second letter, which was written on 
April ® in evident answer to Swartz, Mrs. 
Sutton said: 

“After Jimmie was killed Capt. Marix and 
Lieut. Utley took his keys and went through 
his trunk and everything. Can you tell me 
if they had a right to touch anything? To 
meke it more horrible; Utley was with 
Adams and Osterman when Jimmie was 
killed. I bélieve he engineered that fight, 
that was all planned.’’ 

Mrs. Sutton then described the meeting of 
the officers at Carvel hall the night of the 
tragedy and lays emphasis on the fact that 
while her son was talking to Miss Stewart 


and Dr. Coleman of the academy, Osterman’ 


and Adams withdrew and had a talk. 


Says Son Was Beaten to Death. 

* Now, at 1 o'clock Sunday morning,’’ the 
letter continues, ‘‘Jimmie was beaten to 
death. That shot was fired to hide the crime. 
His forehead was crushed, nose broken, lip 
cut open, teeth knocked out, and an incision 
in the head one-half inch long. Just think 
what my poor boy's suffering must have been 
as he was beaten to death by those wild 
beasts! Good God, Mr. Swartz, it was the 
work of wild men, and this on their own 
sworn testimony, and still they are walking 
the streets today while my poor boy lies in 
the grave stamped a suicide.”’ 

Referring to the ill-fated automobile ride 
Mrs. Sutton declared that if “* Jimmie” had 
been himself he never would have asked 
them (Adams, Utley, and Osterman) to ride 
with him. Adams and Utley hated him, she 
declared. 

On May 4 Mrs. Sutton promised to send 
Swartz a copy of the first inquest testimony 
and a copy of what evidence she had later 
obtained. She recites her difficulties in ob- 
taining anything definite about ~ Jimmie’s’’ 
death. 

“ The love between ‘Jimmie’ and myself,” 
continued the mother in this letter to Swartz, 


‘ was the greatest that could exist between | 


two persons. If ‘Jimmie’ met with an accl- 
dent I felt it at once. Well, the night those 
beasts were laying their plans for ° Jimmie ’ 
an awful fear came over me and my two 
daughters; we could not talk and each Kept 
away from the other for fear of betraying 
our feelings. The next day Mr. Sutton came 
in and asked if I could stand some awful 
news. He told me that ‘Jimmie’ was re- 
ported to have killed himself. , 


Son’s Ghost Tells of Death. 

‘*O God, Mr. Swartz,” the writer exclaims, 
“if ‘Jimmie’ had not spoken to me I would 
have died. Then ‘ Jimmie’ came tomeina 
vision and said: 

‘“*Mother, dear, don’t you believe it; I 
never killed myself. Adams killed me; they 
beat me to death and then Adams shot me 
to hide the crime.’ He told me how they laid 
a trap for him, how he walked into it; how 
Utley grabbed him to pull him out of the 
automobile; how they held him and Osterman 


‘beat him, about his forehead being broken, 


his teeth knocked out, and the lump under his 
jaw, and how when he was lying on the 
ground some one kicked him in the side and 
smashed “his watch. He begged me not to 
die, but to live and clear his name. Well, 
after three weeks I proved some things he 
told me were true, and after repeatedly de- 
manding the evidence, after four months I 
got #, and within the last month I have 
proven eee he told me. 

‘‘Nothing could separate ‘Jimmie’ from 
me, not even death, and Adams, Utley, Potts, 
and Osterman will never know a moment's 
rest on earth. Why should they?’

CHINA ASKS JAPAN TO HALT 
WORK ON RAILWAY IN DISPUTE 


Wants: to Continue Negotiations, but 
Mikado Says They’re Closed Concern- 
ing Mukden-Che-Siang-Tun Strip. 


TOKIO, Aug. 9.—A request that Japan sus- 
pend work on the Antung-Mukden railway 
in Manchuria is the substance of China’s 
reply to Japan’s recent note announcing im- 
mediate commencement of reconstruction 
work on the road. The reply, issued by the 
foreign office today, states that China wishes 
to continue the negotiations. 

Japan's reply to this request was polite but 
firm. It was made plain the negotiations con- 
cerning the Antung-Mukden road had been 
closed forever, in so far as they related tu 
that section of road between Mukden and 
Che-Siang-Tun, and that it would not be 
necessary to suspend work to reach an 
agreement upon that one strip. 


Pessimistic at Peking. 

PEKING, Aug. 9.—China, in her formal 
reply to Japan’s note announcing the latter's 
intention of reconstructing the Antung-Muk- 
den railroad, offered to waive her objection 
to the road being made of standard gauge, 
provided Japan waived her claim to the 
policing of the railway as well as her mining 
and other privileges in the region. 

These, {f granted, China declared, would 
place the railroad on a political and econom- 
ical basis, a8 were some railways formerly 
granted to Russia. However, the note said, 
if Japan was determined: to go ahead with 
the reconstruction of the road, China was de- 
fenseless. 


PIUS X. SIX YEARS THE POPE. 


Anniversary of the Coronation Is Cele- 
brated with Great Pomp in the 
Eternal City. 


ROME, Aug. 9.—-The sixth anniversary of 
the coronation of Pope Pius was celebrated 
with great pomp today. High mass was 
celebrated in the Sistine chapel, with Car- 
dinal Merry del Val, the papal secretary of 
State, officiating. A large number of the 
cardinals, members of the diplomatic corps. 
and of the aristocracy, and several of the 
pope’s relatives were present. A grand con- 
cert was given at the Vatican. 


RED TAPE OF IMMIGRATION 
DRIVES POLISH WOMAN MAD. 


Admitted to United States, but Barred 
from Husband in Canada, Mother 
Loses Reason and Will Be Deported. 


Ogdensburg, N. Y., Aug. 9.—Driven insane 
by the complexities of immigration requtre- 
ments, Mrs. Ann Kuljaj teft here for New 
York tonight, In charge of a government in- 
spector. She will be deported to Austrian 
Poland. 

Two months ago the woman and her 14 
year old daughter were passed at New York 
and permitted to buy tickets for Ladysmith, 
B. C., where they were to join the husband 
and father, but at Prescott, Ont., they were 
turned back by Canadian officers on the 
ground that they had not sufficient funds. 

Unable to make herself understood, the 
woman lost her reason and has since been 
confined in the state hospital here. 

The Canadian authorities now agree to ad- 
mit the daughter and she will be sent to her 


father.

FLAG OF GREECE 


Protests by Protecting Pow- 
ers Cause Removal of De- 
fiance to Turkey. 


ANSWER TO PORTE’S NOTE 
Hellenic Nation Telis of Its 
Good Will to the Otto- 
man Empire. 


CANBA, Island of Crete. Aug. 9.—The 
Greek flag which was run up over the fort- 
ress and thé Cretan military barracks here 
July 27, the day after the evacuation of the 
island by the international troops, was low- 
ered today as a result of the protests of the 
four protecting powers. 


Greece Replies to Mote. 

ATHENS, Aug. 9.—The Greek government 
today handed to the Turkish minister a 
formal reply to the porte’s note of several 
days ago which asked Greece to express 
disapproval of the annexation agitation in 
Crete and formally to declare that Greece 
hed no ambitions regarding the island. 

The reply is a lengthy document. It pro- 
tests formally against the complaints con- 
tained in the Turkish’ note and gives in- 
Stances of Greeces constant endeavor to 
maintain frank and friendly relations with 
Turkey and to draw closer the bonds uniting 
the two countries. 

It recalls the enthusiasm with which the 
Greek element in Turkey worked for the 
triumph of the constitutional régime there, 
and points out that had Greece cherished 
the designs attributed to it it would have 
tried to profit by the trials and difficulties 
against which the new Turkigh government 
has been contending. Instead, the note de- 
clares, Greece has done and still wishes to 
do all in its power for the appeasement of 
Turkey and for peace. 


Claims Justice in Crete. 

Also in the Cretan question, the note con- 
tinues, the Turkish government itself has 
several times had the occasion to proclaim 
that the conduct of Greece has been frank 
and loyal. Then, declaring that Greece can 
only leave the question of Crete to the pro- 
tecting powers and conform to their de- 
cision, the note repeats the assurance that 
Greece, being in no way implicated in the 
annexationist movement in Crete, will pre- 
serve the same correct and loyal attitude 
that it has in the past. In conclusion, the 
note says: 

‘We trust that these frank explanations 
will dissipate all misunderstandings and 
help to inaugurate an era of cordial and 
loyal relations between the two countries 
and to their mutual advantage.”’ ‘ 


Peace Urged Upon Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. Aug. 9.—The ambas- 
sadors of the four protecting powers in Crete 
had interviews today with the grand vizier 
and the foreign minister and advised modera- 
tion,in Turkey's attitude toward the Greeks. 
The grand vizier gave the ambassadors his 
assurances on this point, but pointed out the 
necessity of receiving some satisfaction from 
Greece to calm the Turkish peoplé. 


France Seeks Final Settlement. 
PARIS, Aug. 9.—It is declared here the 
French government will recommend that the 
powers take up negotiations with Turkey for 
a definite settlement of the status of Crete 
and all qu@stions relating thereto. 


Austria Working for Peace. 

VIENNA, Aug,9.—The Austrian ambassa- 
dor at Const&ntinople {Is actively intervening 
to prevent the Cretan crisis from reaching a 
more acute phase. The Greek government 
appears to have solicited the good offices of 
Austria, and the latter has instructed her 
ambassador at Constantinople to represent 
to the porte that any action threatening dis- 
turbance of the peace will result in alienating 
the sympathies of the four protecting powers, 


SWEDISH STRIKE IS LOSING. 


Streets of Stockholm Are Busy Despite 
Many Threats to Prevent Move- 
ment of Traffic. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug.’ 9—The streets of 
Stockholm today presented a livelier aspect 
than on any day since the general strike 
began. Many carts and street cars were ply- 
ing their trade through the streets of the 
capital, despite the threats of the strikers 
that they would stop all traffic. 

King Gustave drove through the city today, 
passing before the strikers’ headquarters. 
Hie was without an escort 

The gas and electric plants are. working 
without interruption, and tonight it seems 
doubtful whether the employés of the rail- 
roads will join the movement. Rumors are 
again in circulation concerning a probable 
collapse of the strike, the workmen being dis- 
satisfied with the speeches and the methods 
employed by their leaders in carrying it on. 
In many instances the men are refusing to 
obey orders to go out. In any case. the 
strike fund is not enough to support the 
movement longer than a fortnight.

in their Marathon with the Pirates, suffering 
a whitewash at the hands of Bell, 2 to 0, 
while the leaders were enjoying the dally 
Dove feast that is being passed around the 
league's table. 

It was the second time Bell per triumphed 
over Overall, both times by the shutout route. 
The other time these two hooked up was in 
Brooklyn, and Bell was victor, 1 to 0. He 
also won a 4 to 1 game from the Pirates last 
week.

Only Four. Hits Off Overall. 


Except for the bases on balls he gave, Over- 
all pitched a better battle against Bell than 
Reulbach did against Rucker, for he allowed 
only four safé hits before he was taken out 
to let Howard bat for him intheeighth. But 
one of the four passes was turned into a run 
by a sacrifice and one of the fourswats. The 
second run never would. have scored but for 
a wild throw to second by Archer which 
would have ended the round brilliantly if it 
had been as true to its mark as usual. , 

Steinfeldt was the Cub who made the real 
swat off Bell and it wasa swell two bagger to 
Start the fifth inning.

Packey McFarland, Chicago's crack light- 
weight fighter, and Johnny Thompson can 
secure a purse of $2,500 for a ten round battle 
on Labor day if they are so eager for battle 
as they declare. Packey and the ** Sycamore 
Cyclone ’’ met yesterday and agreed.on terms 
All that remained for them to do 
before they exchange wallops was to secure a 
club to offer a purse of sufficient size with a 
place to pull off the go. 

They did not have to wait long, however, as 
the offer was forthcoming last night and 
what is more to the point and more interest- 
ing is the fact that the promoters declare the 
battle can be pulled off near Chicago, within 
one hour's ride of the city. Just where the 
fight will take place is not divulged, in fact, 
“Kid '' Howard, who has been commissioned 
to clinch the match, said that he himself did 
not know where the arena would be pitched. 


Will Take Chance on $500. 

Howard said a party of business men in 
another city were behind the move to bring 
the two lightwé@ights together and that these men 
had business connections in Chicago. ‘' They are 
so sure they can pull off the battie.’’ declared 
Howard, ‘*‘ that they will post $500 as a forfeit that 
they can do so just as soon as the two boys accept 
the match.

A season of prosperity for the American 
farmer unequaled in the history of the coun- 
try is foreshadowed by the present promise 
for all of the leading cereals, the government 
crop figures for August given out yester- 
Gay confirming the optimistic early season 


outlook. 


The combined yield of the five leading | 
cereals, estimated on present conditions, ag- 
gregates the stupendous total of 4,879,000,000 
bushels, compared to a total of 4.339,000,000 
bushels a year ago—an increase of 540,000,000 
bushels—and by far the largest aggregate 


ever raised. 


In addition to this imimense total other 
gmaller craps all give excellent promise. 
and reports from ali sections indicate that 
the transportation facilities of the country 
will be taxed to the utmost to market the 
Authorities in the northwest esti- 
mate that it will take eighteen months to 
move the crops in North and South Dakota 


crops. 


‘and Minnesota. 
Winter Wheat Figures Larger. 


While the August estimate of the gov- 
ernment did not equal_the sensational prom- 
ise indicated for corn and oats in the July 
report, the figures on winter wheat were 
raised about 35,000,000 bushels. The thrash- 
fng returns from the winter wheat belt have 
exceeded the most roseate hopes of the grow- 
ers the fore part of the season, and the total 
crop now estimated—435,000,000 bushels—is 
practically the same as a year ago, notwith- 


etanding the big decrease in acreage. 


The winter wheat crop has been secured 
wnder the mort favorable conditions and 
-the qualliy of the cereal is placed at 90.3, 
compared to 90.1 a year ago. Spring wheat

Local Money Market. 

The local money market is experiencing an 
improved demand and it is believed rates 
will be higher within the next thirty days.

It will be necessary for us 
to call on New York as soon as improvement 
is shown in Chicago. Last week we loaned 
considerable money at 4% per cent, which 
was an advance. I expect to see a 5 per cent 
money market here by Sept. 1.”

BOARD OF REVIEW 
EXPLAINS CHANGES 


Assessors Pay No Attention to 
Property Owners’ Sched- 
ules, Is Declaration. 


REMIT MANY PENALTIES. 


Five of Chicago City Railway 
Company’s Buildings Are 
Declared Valueless. 


When the legislative subcommittee on 
revenue, of which Charles Lederer is the 
chairman, started in to investigate the whys 
and wherefores of the board of review’s ac- 
tion in removing the penalties imposed by 
the board of assessors upon persons and cor- 
porations for failure to file personal property 
schedules, they uncovered a row between 
the two assessing bodies that has been brew- 
ing for many months. 

Following the announcement on Friday 
that Mr. Lederer’s committee intended call- 
ing upon the board of review for an explana- 
tion, a letter was addressed to the board yes- 
terday afternoon and delivered by a special 
messenger, asking for a lst of penalties 
which had been remitted by the reviewers. 

The reviewers hasteend to reply that they 
have no such list, and they also showed a 
desire to be set right in the eyes of the pub- 
lic on this question. According to their 
version they have been obliged to remit pen- 
alties in many cases, because of the fact 
that the board of assessors had paid no at- 
tention to schedules filed, and in some cases 
had estimated the value of property way 
beyond the actual amount owned, and to 
that had added a WO per cent penalty. 


Board Makes Warm Reply. 

Frank Vogler, chief clerk of the board of 
review, in reply to the legislative committee 
declared: 

“We have no such list, and in order to 
make one up we would have to go through 
each complaint which the board has heard 
so far and check off those on which penajJties 
were imposed. As we have some 20,000 com- 
plaints and have already heard two-thirds of 
them, it would be a task that would hampef 
us in our regular work. If the committee will 
ask for any specific cases we will hunt them 
up and furnish the information about them.” 

The members of the board were plainly 
annoyed at the criticism put upon them by 
this request. In explaining the situation as 
to why penalties were remitted in some in- 
stances one of the members said: 

* Last fall at a meeting with the assessors 
we told them that If they would stick to the 
valuations given in the sworn schedules filed, 
except in cases where they are palpably 
wrong, we would agree to confirm all valu- 
ations they made, together with the pen- 
alties, in cases where ne schedule had been 
filed, except where the person could show a 
valid excuse, 


Schedules Are Entirely Overlooked. 

“ The assessors have not seen fit to do that 
and there are hundreds of cases where they 
have entirely overlooked the schedules or 
have raised the amount of the valuation on 
the schedule by a few hundred or a thousand 
dollars. Of course, in those cases we have 
had to reduce the assessment to the sched- 
uled amount, 

“We have also found many. cases where 
they have assessed penalties where schedules 
have been filed. We had a sample today of 
the way they handle schedules. The Stand- 
ard Oil company filed schedules for all the 
places where they do business in Cook county. 
Their tax man took a receipt from the as- 
gessors, yet that body used the scheduled 
valuation in some places and totally disre- 
garded the schedule in other places.”’ 

Among reductions made vesterday Was one 
of $393,070 on a number of buildings owned 
by the Chicago City Railway company, which 
have been abandoned. Attorney E. R. Bliss, 
who represented the company, showed that 
the buildings have been vacated since before 
April 1, some of them owing to the fact that 
the company is now buying much of its 
power and others being old cable power 
houses. 


Declare Five Buildings Valueless. 
Five buildings located at State street, Wa- 
bash avenue, and Fifty-second street, were 
assessed at $201,970, but the board of review 
officially declared that they had no value 
and they will not be assessed. A buiNing at 
Fifty-fifth street and Cottage Grove avenue 
was reduced from $50,000 to $7,000, and an- 
other one at Twenty-first and Dearborn 
streets was cut from $160,000 to $5,700. 
A number of personal property complaints 
were heard. The largest reduction of the 
day was in the case of the International 
Harvester company, the personal property 
valuation of which was reduced $2,450,000. 
The reviewers also heard pleas for reduc- 
tions in the personal property assessments 
against Harold F. McCormick, Mrs. Emmons 
Biaine, Mrs. Nettie F. McCormick, Cyrus H. 
McCormick, and Mary Virginia McCormick, 
aggregating $375,000. Cyrus McCormick 
asked for a cut of $140,000 and Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine wanted $100,000 taken off her assess- 
ment. The others asked $50,000 reductions, 
- except Mrs. Nettie McCormick, who was con- 
tent to have $15,000 taken off.
